De doe therefoze ſtraightly charge and command, that all the Lawesand Ozdinances of the 
Foꝛreſt, concerning the reſtraint of Swine, and the ringing ofthemaccozdingto the Cuſtomes 
of the Foꝛreſt, bee ſtrictly obſerued and put in execution, in all Our Fozreſts, Chaſes and 
Parkes Whatſoeucr ; willing and commanding Our Juſtices in Eyze on both lides Trent, 
Licutenants, Rangers, Foſters, Uerderours and Keepers, that they take care to ſee this 
Our Royall Commandement dnely executed, and all other Our Subiects likewiſe to take 
notice oftheſame, That they doe not offendtherein; vpon paine vnto Our ſayd Officers of 
loſſe of Office, and to euery Offendour, of Pmpziſonment, and other puniſhment accozding 


to Pur Lawesin that behalfe, 


Giuenat Theobalds, the 1 day of September, in the thirteenth yeere of Our Raigne of Grea 
Britaine,Franceand Ireland, and of Scotland the nine and fourtieth.
